SAN FRANCISCO, April 26.—The steamer Buck 


man, 
of the Alaska-Pacific line, in command of Cap- 


tain E. B. Wood, arrived here late last night with 
volunteer physicians, Red Cross nurses and a cargo of 
2200 tons of provisions and supplies for the homeless 
people of this city. The vessel made a record run from 
Seattle, but encountered a terrific sea off Cape Blanco, 
which crew and passengers believe was caused by 
subterranean eruptions, and fdr a time threatened to 
engulf the staunch ship on its errand of mercy. A 
great tidal wave struck the vessel and it was 
thought all would be lost It was an awful moment. 


The Buckman was sent to San 


Francisco by the Chambers o: 


Commerce of Seattle and Tacoma 
to carry relief to this stricken 
city. A large sum of money wes 
raised by the two northern cities 


and no ship was ever loaded and 


put out of a Pacific Coast port in 


so short a time as was the Buck- 


The vessel sailed from Seattle 


Sunday night and made fast to 
the government transport docks 
last night, where Secretary Shef- 


field of the Alaska Club of Seat- 
tle, who is in charge of the relief 
ship, immediately, turned It over 
to the military authorities," who 
have now full charge of the feed- 
ing the hungry thousands. The 
cargo brought by the Buckman 
was carefully selected and con- 
tains milk, canned goods of every 
variety, meats of all kinds, cereals, 
even to tobacco, matches and 


corncob pipes. On the way down 
from Seattle crew and passengers 
turned to and baked several thou- 
sand loaves of bread, so that it 


would be ready for immediate dis- 
tribution upon arrival here. The 


Buckman 
also brought 
3000 


blankets and 400 tents, which are 
greatly needed here. 


AWFUL MOMENT. 


The loading of the steamer for 


the relief of the homeless and 
destitute of this city was one of 


the quickest on record on this 
coast, Hundreds of willing hands 


stated in getting the ship ready 


for her voyage and thousands 
cheered her as she cast loose the 
lines. The work of loading the 
vessel was done by the stevedores 


of Seattle, who volunteered their 
services and worked day and 
night in three shifts. 


The Alaska-Pacific Company 


donated the use of the steamer. 


Besides the tons of food which 


the Buckman had, three phy- 
sicians and five Red Cross nurses, 
who have volunteered* their ser- 
vices in the camps and hospitals 
here, were passengers; also two 
army officers. 


Off 
Cape Blanco yesterday 


morning the steamer ran into 
dirty weather and high seas. Off 
to the west passengers and crew 
saw a great wall, like a huge tide- 
rip, of seething, boiling water, 
running 
mountain 
high, 
ap- 


proaching at great speed. 


THREATENS TO FOUNDER 


It struck the ship with terrific 


force, smashed two of the boats 
as if they were mere egg shells 


and tons of water rolled over the 
decks of the steamer, which quiv- 
ered from stem to stern and 
threatened to founder. Captain 
Wood, his first officer and the 


chief engineer were swept from 
their feet 


It was little'short of a miracle 


that they were not washed over- 


joard, 


The wail ef w*ter had all the 


appearance of a huge tidal wave' 


high until late in the afternoon. 


Captain Wood and the passen- 


gers are of the opinion that it was 
caused by some disturbance un- 
der the sea. 
The work of dis- 


charging the cargo commenced 
early this morning. 


TEAMS AT WORK. 


The relief work has made rapid 


progress. It is now in the hands 


of the military authorities and has 
ben perfected and systematized 
until the feeding of the thousands 


of hungry and homeless people is 
going on 
expeditiously. 
Five 


hundred teams are hauling sup- 
plies to the sixty odd relief depots 
today. There is still a scarcity of 
sugar and coffee and an urgent 
and pressing need for more 
blankets, cots and tents owing to 
the unusual cold nights for this 
season of the year which now pre- 


vail.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 26.— 


San Francisco is to be rebuilt 
From all over the United States 
have come assurances that capital 
will swarm in here as quickly as 
the needs demand. The com- 
paratively little damage done by 
the earthquake has nqt shaken the 
confidence of investors. People 
are anxious to seize the opportun- 
ity which the conditions have 
made possible. Fire has never 
discouraged capital in the past, 
and there is .no reason why it 
should in this case. Moreover, it 
has been the 
rich man's fire. 


Those who have suffered most 
are the large property-owners, 
whose fortunes depend upon the 
rebuilding of the burned district. 
Arrangements have already been 
made for carting away the debris 
and before another month is past, 
Market street will be lined with 
temporary structures. The Claus 
Spreckles building, the De Young 
milding, Shreve building, St. 
Francis hotel, the Merchants Ex- 
change and many more of the first 
class structres can be put into 
hape at comparatively little ex- 
>ense. With these as a nucleus, 
there is no reason why the retail 
and wholesale districts of the city 
should not be re-established in 
their former locations before a 
year is past 


TO REBUILD. 


Many property owners living 


abroad have telegraphed ,-their 
agents here to begin at once their 
reconstruction of the properties 
destroyed. A notable instance of 
this is recounted by Anton Borel 
who has been instructed by his 
clients to rebuild the McDonough 
corner at Gay

Standlnr alone among the ruin and 
grand In his Isolation and unharmed, 
Bits the majestic figure of "Saul," a 
statue by W W Story and the gift of 
Mrs. Ellsha Cook 
He was the cen- 


tral figure of the group and faced the 
entrance to the museum, and was the 
only one of the group of marble statues 
left standing

coln, the gift of George Crocker, Is 
also broken, and numerous of the less 


Important ones. 


In the rooms of th« museum the de- 


vastation was caused by the falling 
In of the walls. 
Built at the time of 


the World's Pair here, the building Is 
apparently of poor construction and 
looks as though it would have to be 
rebuilt. 
A large part of the brick 


walls on the north and south sides fell 
In and crashed down on to the treas- 
ures beneath. 
The mummies are all 


reburled under brick foreign to their 
native Egypt from whence they came.

Governor Pardee has not yet

rooms, records and law library, the Jus- 
tices of the supremo court of California 
havo decided that the court shall re 
main In San Francisco rather than seek 
temporary quarters elsewhere. Frank C 
Jordan, c'erk of the supreme court, after 
a conference with Chief Justice Beatty, 
this morning announced that no attempi 
would be made to find quarters for the 
court either in Oakland or Sacramento, 
as was at Hist suggested, but that the 
court would remain In San Franclsro. 
Asked what had been done to secure 
temporary quaiters for the court, Mr. 
Jordan said: 


"Temporary quarters for the supreme 
court will be secured near one of the 
arivate law ilbraiies, of which several 
have been sa\ ed from the fire, and Dep-

"One of the most astonishing things, to my mind, connected 


with the whole affair, is the calmness with which the catastrophe 


was met by the people. There were no screams; no cries. Im- 


mediately the city was shaken down the people began taking what 


of their personal effects they could get hold of and making their 


way to open places. I, with most of the other guests of the St 


Francis, stayed at that hotel until midnight, when we were forced 


out by the fire. I took a blanket and my persona! effects and made 


my way to one of the parks and passed the remainder of the night 
there." 


Said the News: 


"It is a trait characteristic of the alert American mind which, 


moving quickly to conclusions, is keenly alive to Impending dangers, 


that in the presence of a great calamity, the intellectuals prevail and 


control the weaker human forces. This 
has 
been 
exemplified 


_scores of times in the last twenty years. In hotel fires, in railroad 


collisions, in shipwrecks, in cyclones, in tidal wave disasters, men 


and women face death with a calmness which is said to be that of 


'despair.' It isn't, though, it is the calmness superinduced by acute 


minds repelling animal fears." 


This states the case exactly. The people of San 
Francisco 


were never panic stricken and never lost their presence of mind. 


The presence of mind an dself-control they displayed were never 


before equaled under iilee circumstances. 


Not a single clergyman- within our knowledge has risen to 


announce that the devastation of San Francisco was 
av divine 


punishment for the "iniquity of its inhabitants." No better proof 


could be given that theological superstition 
is dying 
out, 


and a saner and more humane conception of the ordinances of the 


Creator is taking the place of the primitive idea that God is a personal 


avenger in this life for lapses from righteousness. With the dis- 


appearance of superstition has come a liberation of the minds of 


mankind from unreasoning terror of the elements. - People 
now 


realize that the collapse of an insecurely constructed building is not 


a visitation of God's wrath for somebody else's misdoing, but a 


direct and natural result of faulty plans and indifference to conse- 


quences. Now that the clergy have ceased to ascribe to the deity 


the consequences of human greed and folly, the ground is cleared 


for more wholesome laws and regulations to govern construction. 


Incompetent architects and dishonest contractors must bear the 


responsibility for the disasters they cause when the pulpit declines 


to vindicate them by putting the blame on a cruel and revengeful 


God. 


Too much emphasis cannot be laid on the fact that the next 


Governor of California should be a man with J a clear head and a 
firm hand, entirely devoted to the public interests. We are fortun- 
ate in having at the helm such a man in George C. Pardee. Which 
fact lends pith and point to the old adage, "Never swap horses in 
the middle of a stream." 


In a few days things will be so.settled down that the politicians 


will renew their slate-making and squabbling over the crumbs of 
office. 


The mass of people refuse to distinguish between immediate

Editor TRIBUNE! I read 


with much j>lca»ure In Tuesday's 
TRIBUNE on editorial com- 
mending the Hon. WUiiam R. 
Hearst for the promptness and 
liberality with •which he- came to 
the rescue of the sufferers from 
the awful calamity which visited 
our metropolis and other points 
contiguous thereto. 
Yesterday, 


before reading your article, I ad- 
dressed a letter to a relative of 
mine residing in Terre Haute, In- 
diana, giving the details of the 
disaster so far as I was familiar 
with them, and assuring her of 
the courage of our people and 
their ability and firm resolution to 
come up out of our ashes in bet- 
ter form than ever. In that letter 
I used the following language, af- 
ter giving particulars of the disas- 
ter, and here quote and send to 
you, because I know it voices the 
sentiments of the people of this 
section of California, and, I am 
pleased to say, from your article, 
expresses yours, though, perhaps, 
not as aptly as you have ex- 
pressed it yourself: 


"This is, of course, one of the 


very worst disasters that has ever 
visited any part of America with- 
in the memory of her recorded 
history. Yet our people are un- 
daunted and determined to build 
a greater and more beautiful and 
more substantial city on the 
peninsula of San Francisco than 
ever. In all the excitement, and 
with all the destruction of prop- 
erty, loss of life and financial 
losses sustained, I have not yet 
heard the voice of a single pessi- 
mist. The San Franciscans are in 
fine spirits and buoyed up with 
that splendid prop so indispensa- 
ble to human existence—hope— 
'hope, which springs eternal in 
the human breast.' They are 
facing 
the 
horrifying 
consc-, 


quencea of the calamity brmrely, 
heroically and 
philosophically, 


and, 'sustained ana soothed by aa 
unfaltering trust,' will enter upon 
the peat work of rehabilitation, 
with fearless hearts and iron 
wills. The word 'fail' can find no 
place in the lexicon of their de- 
termination. This is the »entl- 
mcnt, and it is too deep-seated to 
be uprooted. As an evidence of 
the character of those people, 
take, for example, the publishers 
of the great San Francisco news- 
papers. The Examiner missed but 
one day of publication. tThis Is 
a mistake; the Examiner missed 
no publication.} It has Issued an 
edition each day since, and now 
appears almost like its former 
self. The Chronicle is also going 
on, and the Call will be out again 
in all Its glory in a few days. And 
this reminds me to say. that Wil- 
liam R. Hearst, the owner of the 
Examiner, was the first to offer 
succor to the sufferers and« has 
contributed a large amount of 
money for their relief, although 
he, too, was a heavy loser by the 
fire, Hearst has shown himself to 
be a genuine philanthropist on 
many different occasions, and we 
of this State are proud that he is 
a Californian. Say what they 
may of him (and I am not of his 
political party), he comes nearer 
being the true friend of the poor 
people, in sunshine and in rain, 
than 
any, rich man in this 


country." 


Of course, I am not sending 


this for publication, but want you 
to know the sentiment here in re- 
gard to Mr. Hearst So far as I 
am concerned, I want everybody 
who is interested (and everybody 
should be) to know my own senti- 
ments in regard to Mr. Hearst or 
any other man who does as much 
good as he is always doing. Yours 
sincerely.

another place in San Francisco 
known among the cultured the 
world over still standing un- 
scathed.

Instead of 
foot-rests the worshipers kneel 
upon Japanese mats. An im- 
mense fireplace near the entrance 
attracts attention, and the very 
rafters differ from those of other 
churches, in that they are from 
four madrone trees cut at Sausa- 
lito. This little church, unpreten- 
tious on the outside, is one of the 
sights of San Francisco—not, 
perhaps, a landmark dear to the 
forty-niners, but a place about 
which centers culture. Its fame 
had crossed. the continent to 
Europe, where hundreds will be 
glad to know that it stills stands 
intact. 


The Mission Dolores, too, is 


left, and, turning from grave to 
gay, there is the perennial Cliff 
House, which, contrary to report, 
did not topple into the sea.

Section 2756 of the Political Code

day of December fall upon a Sunday, 
the Monday following is a holiday." 


Political Code, section 13, provides

which day falls upon a holiday, such 
act may be performed upon* the next 
business day, with the same effect as 
:f It had been performed upon the day 
appointed (same provision Civil Code 
section 12 as Code of Civil Procedure, 
section 13.) 


The matter of the extension of time 


on account of the last day upon which 
a certain act may be performed falling: 
upon a hoMday, has come before the 
Supreme Court of this State several 
times. 
It hits never come iiefore the 


Supreme Court In the matter of the 
payment of taxes, but In -the matter of 
pleadlng-s, the time for appeal to the 
Supreme Court, the time for tax sales, 
and the time of payment on insurance 
policies- 
The rule laid down by the 


decisions is that.section 13 of the Po- 
litical Code above quoted, has the effect 
of allowing any act appointed by law 
to be performed upon a day which Is a 
holiday to be performed upon the next 
business day. 


I therefore beg to advise you that In 


the event of Monday, April SO, being 
duly declared a legal holiday, then the 
taxes will not become delinquent upon 
that day, and will not become delln 


ounty or city and county, an 


addition of fifteen per cent theieon 
provided that If they be not paid be- 
i'nre the last Monday In April next 
succeeding:, at six o'clock p. m., he 
shall collect an additional flva per 
rent thereon.
